(]) Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 

The Liv ingston Parish Fire Protection Distric= No . 5 "the 
District" Js a body corporate created by the Livingston Parish 
Council (formally Livingston Parish Police 0ury), as provided by 
Louisiana Revised Statutes . The Fire District is governed by a 
board of five commissioners who are now appointed by the 
Livingston Parish Council . 

The financial statements of the District have been prepared in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP) 
as applied to governmental units . The Governmental Accounting 
Standards Board (GASB), is the standard-setting body for govern- 
mental accounting and financial reporting . 011 June 30, 1999 , the 
GASB issued a codification of the existing Governmental Account- 
ing and Financial Reporting Standards which , along w ith subse- 
quent GASB pronouncements (Statements and Interpretations), 
constitutes GAAP for governm ental units . The more significant of 
these accounting policies are described below and, where appro- 
priate, subsequent pronouncements will be referenced. 

A . _Fi_ !) a 

This report includes all funds and account: groups which are 
controlled by or dependent on the Fire District 's Board of 
Colmnissioners . Control by or dependence on the board was 
determined on the basis of taxing authority , authority to 
issue debt, election or appointment of governing body , and 
other general oversight responsib ility . 

]in conformance with Governmental Accounting Standards Board , 
Statement 14 , the Fire District is a component unit of the 
I,ivingston Parish Council, the governing body of the parish . 

T he accompany ing financial statements present in formation 
only on the funds and account groups maintained by the Fire 
District and do not present information on the Council and 
tlhe general government: services provided by that governmental 
unit . 

B . ~iAr_.~j Accountinq 

The accounts of the Fire District are organized on the basis 
o f funds and account groups, each of wh ich is considered a 
separate accounting entity . The operations of each fund are 
accoun ted for w ith a separate set of self-balancing accoun ts 
that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity , revenues

General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund 
o? the Fire District .

Deb t Serv ice Fund - The Debt Service Fund Js u sed to account 
for the accumulation of resources for , and the paym ent of , 
general obligation bond principal, interest , and related 
costs . 

Capita] Projects Fund - The capital projects fund is used to 
aeeount for the financial resources used to acqui re , 
construct, or renovate capital assets of the District.

General Fixed Asset Account Group - The fixed assets used in 
the governm ental fund type operations of the Fire District 
are accounted for in the General Fixed Assets Account Group , 
rather than in the governmental funds . No depreciation has 
been prov ided on general fixed assets . A ll fixed assets are 
valued at h istorical cost . Donated assets are recorded at 
their fair market value at date of donation . At December 31, 
1999 , estimated fair value of donated assets amounted to 
$16,158. 

Gerleral Long -Term Debt Account Group - Long -term liab ilities 
expected to be financed from governmental funds are accounted 
lot in the General Long -Term Debt Account Group , not in the 
governmental fund type. operations .

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures 
or expenses are recognized in the accounts and reported in 
the financial statements , Basis of accounting re]ates to the 
timing of the measurements made , regardless of the measure - 
m ent focus applied . 

All governmental funds are accounted for using the modified 
aecrua] basis of accounting . Their revenues are recognized 
when they become measurable and available as net current 
assets . Property taxes are recorded as revenues when lev ied 
even though a portion of the taxes may be collected in subse - 
quen t years . 

Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified 
accrual basis of accounting when the re].ated fund liability 
is incurred . An exception to this genera], rule is principa] 
and interest on general, long -term deb t wh ich is recogn ized 
when due . Purchase of various operating supplies are 
regarded as expenditures at the tim e purchased .

The Fire Chief prepares a proposed budget and subm its 
same to the Board of Con~d ssioners no later than fif- 
teen days prior to the beginning of each fiscal year . 

A sunm~ary of the proposed budget is published and the 
public notified that the proposed budget is available 
for public inspection . At the same time , a pub lic 
hearing is called . 

A public hearing is held on the proposed budget at 
least ten days after pub lication of the call for the 
hearing . 

After the holding of the pub lic hearing and comple- 
tion of all action necessary to finalize and 
implem ent the budget, the budget is adopted through 
passage of a reso]u tJon prior to the comm encement of 
the fiscal year for which the budget is being 
adop ted .

In addJt:'on , on July 17 , 1999 , the voters of Fire Protection Dis- 
trict No . 5 of Livingston Parish approved the authorization of 
the issuance of $i,i00,000 in General ObligatJ.on Bonds . The pro - 
ceeds o f said bonds to be used to acquire , construct , or improve 
bu ild ing s , m ach inery and equ ipm en t

. The bonds are to be paid 
through the levy of a I0 year ad valorem tax in an amount suffi- 
cJent to pay maturing principal and interest each year

. This tax 
shall begin with the year ]999 and ends with the year 2008

.

(6) Cash and Cash Equivalents - 

For reporting purposes , cash and cash equivalents include cash , 
demand deposits , and time certificates of deposit w ith original 
maturities of 90 days or less when purchased . Under state law 
the DJst.rict may deposit funds within a fiscal agent bank orga - 
nized urlder the laws of the State of Louisiana , any other state 
in the union , or under the laws of the United States . Further , 
the District may invest in time deposits or certificates of 
deposit of state banks organized under Louisiana law and national 
banks having principal offices in Louisiana . 

As cot)firmed by the fiscal agents, the District had cash and cash 
equivalents and certificates of deposit with maturities greater 
than 90 days totaling $718,919 with a carrying amount of $716,496 
at December 31, 1999 . Cash and cash equivalents are stated at 
cost, which approximates market. These deposits must be secured 
under state law by federal deposit insurance or the pledge of 
securities owned by the bank . The market v alue of the pledged 
securities plus the federal deposit insurance must at all times 
equal the amount on deposit with the bank . The following is a 
summazy of cash and cash equivalents and certificates of deposit 
with maturities greater than 90 days at December 31, ]999 , with 
the re!fated federal deposit insurance and pledged securities , if 
any .

We have audited the component unit financial statements of the Fire 
Protectior ])istrict No . 5 of Livingston Parish , Louisiana , as of and 
for the !~ear ended December 31, 1999 , and have issued our report 
thereon dated March 6 , 2000 . We conducted our audit in accordance 
w ith gene~al]y accepted auditing standards and the standards app]ica - 
b ].e to financial audits contained in Governmen t A udi t Linq . S tandards 
issued by the Comptroller Genera] of the United States . 

Comp l Jan _oN : 

As part of ob taining reasonab]e assurance about whether the District's 
financial statements are free of material m isstatement, we performed 
tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, 
contracts and grants, noncompliance with which could have a direct and 
material effect on the determ ination of financial statement amounts . 
However , prov iding an op inion on compliance with those provisions was 
not an objective of our audit and, accordingly, we do not express 
such an opinion . The results of our tests disclosed an instance of 
noncomp liance that is required to be reported under Governme 
inq Standards. 

A t Decembe~ 3], 1999 , the District had a collateral shortfall of 
$418,919. The District's issuance of the 1999 Series General Obliga- 
tion bond on Dece~ )er ], 1999 resulted in excess cash being invested 
and therefore the need for additional collateral. Subsequent to year 
end , the DJstrict has secured additional collateral to correct th is 
instance o f noncomp liance . 
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Internsl Control Over Finaneia_l iRe-p_o_r_t_~  

In planning and perform ing our audit , we considered the D istrict's 
internal control over financial reporting in order to determine 
our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on 
the fJnanc.Jal statements and not to provide assurance on the internal 
control over financial reporting . Our consideration of the internal 
control over financial reporting would not necessarily disclose all 
matters in the internal control over financial reporting that might be 
material weaknesses. A material weakness is a condition in which the 
design or operation of one or more of the internal control components 
does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that m isstatem ents 
in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial state- 
ments bei~:g audited may occur and not be detected w ith in a timely 
period by employees in the norma] course of performing their assigned 
functions . We noted no matters involving the internal control over 
financial reporting and its operation that we consider to be material 
weaknesses . 

This report is intended for the use of management and the office of 
the Legislative Auditor , State of Louisiana , and should not be used 
for any other purpose .
